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Philadelphia and Reading Ralliroad. 

The Philedelphta and Reading Raiiroad Com- 
pany will pay its employes their April and May 
wages in wages certificates, bearing 6 per cent in- 
terest, payable ‘n cash in October and November, 
aod receivable at any time at their full value, 
with interest, on account of freight and tolls or 
any debt due the company, The total amount of 
the proposed new issue will be $700,000, or less 
than half of all the previous issues, which togeth- 
er amounted to $1,571,260, and of which $1,503,- 
290 has been already paid, leaving outstanding of 
all former issues but $67,970. The June and 
July payments for interest and rentals of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Company and 
the Philadelphia avd Reading Coal and Tron 
Company amount in the aggregate to $2,104,739 
70, The gross receipts of the two companies for 
June and Jnly are expected to be considerably 
over four and a half millions of dollars, and, with 


the relief afforded by the proposed issue of wages 


certificates, the July payments for interest and 
rentals will be met without any difficulty, 
A New Oil Line. 

The unsuccessful efforts of the oll well owners 
in the new Bradford oil district of Pennsylvania, 
to got their oil carried to tidewater on equal terms 
with that of the region controlled by the Standard 
Oil Company, bas induced an enterprise which 
most satisfactorily disposes of the difficulty the 
Bradford people were in. 

When the Bradford region was first opened the 
supply of oil from the older districts was already 
in excess of the demand, and as the price of pe- 
troleum was consequently very low every effort 
was made to shut off the fresh supply from exist 
ing pipe line and railway carriage accommoda- 
tion, and so successful was the opposition that 
Bradford bad to shat up its wells or form a con- 
nection of its own, It adopted the latter conrse, 
and in November last organized the Tidewater 
Pipe Line Company which bas just commenced 
to run oil through a six inch iron pipe extending 
100 miles in a straight line from Bradford to Wil- 
liamsport, where it meets the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad which is under contract to.con 
vey the oil therce to the seaboard. 

The capital of the company is $625,000, Among 
the principal stockholders are Byron D. Benson, 
$100,000 ; John H. Dilks, 382,000; David McKel- 
oy, $72.000; H. L. Taylor, $50,000; and others, 

The line is from Bradford to Corry and thence 
to Williamsport. A great portion of the route is 
over a very mountainous country and the under- 
taking has been one of some engineering difficul- 
ty. It requires 28,000 barrels of 41 gallons each 
to fill the pipe, There are two pumping stations 
in the first 22 miles. The fall during the final 77 
miles to Williamsport is 2200 feet, which enables 
further pumping to be. dispensed with. It took 
three days to fill the pipe with oil, and on Tues. 
day last the first drops began to flow into the re- 
ceiving tanks at Williamsport, These tanks hold 
60,000 barrels, The rate it is flowing now is one 
mile per hour, As the 100 miles of pipe holds 
28,000 barrels, a flow of one mile per bour gives 
280 barrels for that time. Supposing tbat great- 
er pressare can be put on and a flow of 7 miles 








per hour objaised, it will even han Soke @ month 


to fill the tanks. As far as it goes the enterpriee 
is a thorough success, and the Bradford people 
are reasonable elated at this solution of a most 
serious obstacle to their prosperity, 





Lehigh Coal and Nav. Co. 

The Philadelphia Ledger has inquired about 
the rumors of negotiations by the Lebigh Coal 
and Navigation Company, and learns that they 
tave sold $760,000 of their consolidated 7 per 
ceut mortgage bonds to a syndicate of Phila- 
delphia, New York and Boston’ bankers, and have 
with the proceeds retired one-balf of their floating 
debt, It is expected that sales will be made of 
such farther amount as will provide means to re- 
tire the remainder of their temporary loans.» The 
improved financial condition of the company and 
the favorable results of theiz business so far this 
year as compared with last year have induced 
large purchases of their stock, some of which are 
reported to be for New York account, 


Ohio and Mississippi Kallroad. 

The plan for the reorganization of the Ohio and 
Mississippi Railroad Company, which was sub- 
mitted to the directors of the company at Cincio- 
nati on the 28th ult., provided for the funding of 
the accrued interest on the second mortgage 
bonds into ten-year bonds, the coupons to be held 
in escrow by the Union Trost Company of New 
York, The interest payment on the original sec- 
ond mortgage is to be resumed at the next ac- 
cruing period, The Springfield. Division bonds 
are to be reduced from $3,000,000 to $1,250,000, 
which latter amount shall be the totalissue, The 
floating debt creditors, it is understood, have all 
expressed a willingness to accept payment in such 
form and running over such a period as will en- 
able the company to liquidate the same, and at 
the same time prcmptly meet the interest on all 
its bonded issue, The floating debt amounts to 
about $500,000, having been reduced to that sum 
from about $1,600,000 under the present manage- 
ment, The scheme was unanimously icdoryed by 
the board of directors, and will be at once pushed 
to completion. Holders of all classes of its securi- 
ties are said to be anxious to unite in this plan, 
and to promptly place the toad once more in the

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The Ship Canal Congress, 

The Canal Congress at Paris has closed with 
the choice, by the very decided vote of 98 to 8, of 
the Panama Limon Bay route, advocated by the 
French engineers, and based on the Wyse plan, 
with certain modifications introdaced since the 
Congress met. This result was foreshadowed at 
the meeting of the Committee or Technique, 
when the Nicargna route was set aside on the 
ground of its length, and the Napipi Atrato route 
&s exposed to danger from floods, and the Wyse 
route was adopted by a vote of 20 to 9, There 
were two routes surveyed across the Isthmus of 
Panama, leaving the Atlantic at Navy Bay and 
terminating in the Guif of Panama. The rontes 
follow the line of the Panama railway, and trav- 
erse an inhabited country. One of the projects 
involved the construction of a canal seventy-two 
kilometres in lengtb, required excavation to the 
amonnt of 87,000,000 cubic metres, and filling to 
the amount of 5,000,000 cubic metres, and included 
asystem of locks varying from 12 to 25 according 
to different plans: The other project involves 
the construction of a canal seventy-vhree kilome- 
‘tres in length, but substitutes for the locks in the 
former route a tuonel six kilometres in length. 
It is the latter plan which the Congress adopted, 
the vote in the committee on Technique being fo 
favor of a canal “ov the level,” d niveau, from 
Colon to Panama. This will be a disappointment 
to American engineers and others interested in 
the istimos surveys. Commander Selfridge ad- 
vocated the Atrato route with a great deal of 
earnestness, but the project was opposed on the 
ground that it would require’ buoys and. light- 
houses, that it would be cangerous in times of 
flood, and that the bar at the mouth of the Atrato 
River would involve large expense. 

The great advantage of the route selected, in 
the eyes.of M, de Lesseps io particular, is the ab- 
sence of locks. It has the farther advantage. of 
saving in distance and time as compared with all 
the other routes except the San Blas. The Nicar- 
agua ronte is 1814¢ miles and would require 44¢ 
days for the passage ;. the Atrato route is 180 
miles and would require 3 days for the passage ; 
the ronte chosen is only 45 miles, and will require 
bat 144 days. It bas an advantage farther in 
haviog a good harbor at each end, and the Pana- 
ma Railroad will facilitate transportation of sup- 
plies, etc. It is stated that the greatest hight of 
the “ divide” over the route does not exceed 285 
feet, but whether the accuracy of this statement 
is sustained by careful surveys we have nut data 
at hand for determioing, The tuone will have to 
be constructed through solid rock, and cannot 
safely be less than 65 or 70 feet wide and 115 feet 
high, The climate is exceedingly unhealthy, and 
there must inevitably be an expenditure of life as 
well aa money upon the undertaking. The esti- 
mated cost has been variously stated at from 
$160,000 000 to $200,000,000, but if the experience 
of the past is any criterion, the actual cost is 
likely to'reach the higher figure, if it does not ex- 
ceed it. The time required for construction is 
from six to eight years, 

The next step to be taken is to form a joint- 
stock company to fornish fands for the enterprise. 
A good deal of interest is manifested in the pro- 
ject in Eogland as well as in France, and the fact 
that there is so much stagnant capital may per 
haps be reckoned in favor of the scheme. If M. 
de Lesseps is heartily committed to the work and

Underground Telegraph Wires. 

Articles of incorporation of the Brooks Under. 
ground Telegraph Company were filed in the 
County Glerk’s office on the 29th ult. The route 
of the line is from the corner of Broadway and 
Dey street to West street, thence to some promi- 
nent point on the North River, across the North 
River to Jersey City, thence to Philadelphia and 
thence to various points in the United States, fol- 
lowing the route now occupied by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. The capital stock is 
fixed at $200,000, divided into 2,000 shares of $100 
each. The right to increase the capital stock to 
$1,000,000 is reserved, The shareholders of the 
company are David Brooks, of Philadelphia, 500 
shares, aod Anson Stager, of Chicago, and Norvin 
Green, of this city, 750 shares each, The com 
pany is incorporated for fifty years, begioning 
May 21, 1879, and terminatiog May 21, 1929. 

There were also filed in the County Clerk’s of- 
fice the maps and diagrams of the route of an- 
other telegraphic company, founded by Albert 
Harris, M. Ra'ph Tyman, William H, Heiss, Cor- 
nelius V. Sidell, Philip J, Kiernan, N, Clifford 
Harris and Wiliiam H, Heiss, Jr. The parpose of 
this company, as set forth in the papers placed 
on file, is “ the laying of wires for conducting 
electricity in and through the streets and bigh- 
ways of New York city, in accordance with ao act 
to regalate the laying of subterranean telegraph 
wires and electric conductors in the streets of the 
city.” The scheme proposes“ to sink boxes, witb 
a cross section of two feet square, close alongside 
of the curbstones, crossing the streets wherever 
oecestary in continuation along the line of the 
curbstoves, the same to be sunk low enough to 
permit the stones forming the gutters to be solid-

Claim of the Rogers Locomotive and Ma- 

, ‘chine Works Decided. 

Judge Drummond has decided the intervening 
petition of the, Rogers Locomotive and Machine 
Works in the foreclosure suit of Turner vs, the 
Indianapolis, Bloomington and Western Railroad 
Co, The Locomotive Works had filed a petition 
for the payment of a balance of $140,000 due 
them, to be paid ont of the proceeds of the sale 
of the road, The payment of the claim was re- 
sisted by the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Co. The 
question in the case was whether the claim made 
by the Locomotive Works against the receiver for 
the use of locomotive engiovs during the time 
that the receiver was operating them on the road, 
and for damages done to th:m, should be paid 
out of the proceeds of the sale of the main line of 
the road. This question, however, had been set- 
tled by an action of replevin which the court in 
chancery caused to be brought at law. Judge 
Drummond held that the judgment in the replev- 
in suit was conclusive as to the liability of the re- 
ceiver against whom the action was brought, and 
he also held that the rental of the locomotives 
and the damage done to them while in use by the 
receiver constituted a valid claim against the 
proceeds of the property in court, An order was 
accordingly made directing the payment of the 
claim of the Locomotive Works. Tbe Farmers’ 
Loan. and Trust Company prayed an appeal, 
which war granted on their filing a bond for $50,-

the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal Comrany, held at

the canal. The increase in canal tonnage over 
1877 was 27,194 tons. The toils charged were 36 
cents for the whole distance, Cumberland to 
Georgetown. Total receipts from all sources 
outside of loans, $289,457 02 ; increase in receipts 
over 1877, $58,732 90, which the president and 
directors attribute to the settlement of the dif- 
ficulty between the State, the Baltimore and Obio 
railroad and the Canal Company, as per act of the 
last Legislature, as duting 1877 tbe canal was 
compelled to charge irregular rates, whereas this 
settlement has enabled tbem to make a uniform 
charge of 86 cents, producing this increase of rev- 
enue ; and the report farthor states that in their 
opinion, as soon as the business of the country 
revives and the price of Cumberland coal in- 
creases, the canal wiil be in a position, in conse- 
quence of the settlement to render larger returns 
than ever beretofore.

Philadelphia and Reading Railroad. 

The engineers of the Philade)phia and Reading 
Railroad Company are now engaged in surveying 
a route for the proposed connection of that Com- 
pany’s Germantown branch with the North Penn- 
sylvania tracks, for the purpose of forming a di- 
rect and continuous route to New York from the 
depot at Ninth and Green streets, The country 
between the two lines has been pretty well travers- 
ed, resulting in the selection of Wayne Station, 
on the Germantown Railroad, below Germantown 
avenue, as the point of departure, and Tabor Sta- 
tion, on the North Pennsylvania, as the point of 
junction, The distance from one road to the 
other i3.a mile end three-quarters, the line ran- 
ning directly northeastward, The road, for about 
& mile cast, or until it strikes high ground, will be 
laid upon trestle work at first, and, subsequently, 
on made ground, aad will cross Germantown ave- 
nue, Fisher’s lane, and Old York road above 
grade, with but the two curves, easy in their na- 
ture, necessary to connect the tracks of the main 
roads. It will be a double track road, laid with 
steel rails, and at Wayne Station will be about 
sixty feet wide, the intention being to fill in to 
that extent east of the Germantown tracks, and 
erect between the two lines, about three hundred 
feet north of the present old fashioned structure, 
a handsome and commodious station adapted to 
the needs of enlarged travel over the present and 
proposed route. 

The line surveyed crosses Wingohocking Creek 
ata height of 45 feet, and passes chiefly through 
meadow and fam land, not nearer to avy build 
ing than 300 feet, save the toll-house over Old 
York road, which is below it and abont a hun- 
dred feet distant, While the road upon the route 
selected witl probably cost more for construction 
than upon others surveyed, the aim of Mr, Buch- 
holz and bis assistants has been to avoid ivterfer- 
ence with costly properties, and thus to escape 
beavy damages, which would enhance the cost of

The London price which reaches us at this date 
is 62544. per ounce, an advance of 5 per cent dur.

ita permaneace ; it is that Germany, whose con- 
version of her silver into a gold coinage has for 

_ some years thrown an enormous quantity of her 
discarded coin on the market, bas virtually ceas 
ed to be a seller. Another cause of more tempo- 
rary acccunt is the failure of the Italian and 
French silk crops, which necessitates heavy ex- 
portations to China. 

This is an additional reason for free coinage, 
from which no possible harm could arise, provided 
the amount at which it may be proffered as legal 
tender for payment of debts {s restricted within 
the present limits. 

In Exchange, Bankers’ 60 day bills at date of 
writing are 4 875g, and demand 4 89, A quarter 
of a million gold coin was shipped on Wednesday 
to London, but there was no exchange profit op 
the operation, tested by raling rates. 

There is but little change to record i1 Govern- 
ments; 4’s rule at 103, which is still below the 
syndicate price. With money in London at 1}¢ 
per cent to sapport this price there is little like- 
lihood of any marked fall for some time, At the 
close of the market on Wednesday the curren:

In the general Railroad list, the investment 
stocks hold their own without material alteration, 
the general tendency being towards augmented 
values. The Western Tronk lines are now en- 
gaged in a competitive warfare which, if contioued, 
will materially interfere with their dividend pay- 
ing capacities, Contracts from Chicago to New 
York by the Vanderbilt lines have been made as 
low as ten cents the cental by lake and rail from 
Boffalo, and twelve cents allrail, Passenger rates 


from Chicago have also been cut from $20 to $15 ; 
and, as retributive measures have been adopted 
by the Baltimore and Ohio and other competing 
roads, through shippers are eating up the profits 
which jastly belong to the stockholders. 

The recent determination of the city council 
of Louisville to sell about 19,000 shares of the 
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Louisville and Nashville Railroad Co., held by the 
city, was operated on in this market through pri- 
vate information before it was generally known, 
and this led to severe fluctuations consequent on 
speculative sales before the cause was suspected, 
A telegram from Louisville briefly noting the fact 
sent the price down 13 points below its highest 
point of 60, Later and fuller advices to the ef- 
fect that no sale could be made until authorized 
by a vote of the citizens on the first Monday in 
August, restored confidence, and the price at time 
of writing bas recovered to 59 bid, 

The respective shareholders of the New York 
Elevated and the Metropolitan Elevated Railroads 
are now exchanging their certificates for guaran- 
teed 10 per cent shares of equal amount, issued 
by the Manbattar Company, receiving also shares 
for equal amount in that company’s capital stock. 
By tbis method all profit in excess of ten per cent 
earned by the combined roads reverts to the orig- 
inal shareholders. The stock of the N. Y, Ele- 
vated Railroad is quoted (Wednesday) at 185 to 
189, cash buyers, for larger lots than have been 
in the-market before. This price for an assured 
ten per cent stock with the certainty of a large 
tLougb unascertained addition, leaves margin for 
a considerable upward movement, 

Erie Bonds have receded somewhat as will be 
seen in our quotations, more in sympathy with a 
slight fall reported by cable than from any intrin- 
sic cause, The belief that the road is now earn- 
ing more than enough to meet all its bonded en- 
gagements will prevent any permanent or large 
relapse, but it wonld be only right to have these 
suppositions confirmed or corrected by a monthly 
official report, 

Amongst Philadelphia Stock Exchange special 
ties, Lebigh Navigation which has advanced about 
ten per cent during the last five weeks is still the 
subject of extensive dealings. Mondays price be 
jog 2544 against 2444, as at present quoted. 
Philadelphia and Reading has fallen off somewhat 
from our last quotations, The certainty of a 
large oil freight business coming to the company 
through its contract with the new Bradford and 
Williamsport Pipe line, the particulars of which 
we give elsewhere, has had no effect in stimulat 
iog prices at present, alihough it must inevitably 
do so as soon as the oil tank cars are running. 
We hear of a large purchase of Louisiana consols 
io the New York market on Philadelphia account 
at 39 to 42, the lowest price that security bas 
touched for along time, The repudiation talk by 
the Louisiana Convention is not eonsidered of 
much account by these buyers, 

The reduction of the price of lands east of the 
Missouri river, from $1 to $2 per acre, by the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company is highly sat- 
isfactory to the Land grat bondholders, as large- 
ly increased sales are expected, and the amouct 
of the company’s grant leaves a broad margin for 
even a greater reduction, The large increase in 
emigration now taking place will soon give a 
stimulus to the stock of this road, which is rapid. 
ly recovering from the effects of the panic of 
1873, 

In Boston money rules remarkably easy, good 
mill paper being taken at 34¢ and trade bills of 
the best class at 4. A considerab'e cmount of 
money is now finding its way into mining opera-

In Cotton we note a small reaction from last 
prices of from 20 to 80 points, Efforts have been 
made to give & wholesale character to the negro 
exodus, and thus to frighten buyers into the be- 
lief of a 25 per cent falling off in this year’s crop, 
The advance uf the last two weeks bas, however, 
discounted the effect of these predictions. 

Wheat is firm despite the low freight rates con- 
ceded by the Western and Seaboard lines, 
Freight at 12 c nts from Chicago to New York 
should fill op every available receptacle in this 
city with grain, as it is hardly possible such rates 
will be continued, Prices show only nominal al- 
terations for the week, 

Ocean freights are firm, and charters in better 
demand.

Finances of the United States. 

The total debt of the United States is $2,457,- 
773,765 91, less cash in the Treasury $430.591,- 
297 72, leaving net $2,027,182,408 19. Since the 
Ist of May last the debt has been increased $62, 
250 20, and since Ist of July, 1878, the debt has 
been lessened $8,604,363 68. Of the bonded debt 
$354,910,750 bears 6 per cent interest ; $692,445,- 
550 bears 5 per cent ; $250,000,000 bears 44% per 
cent ; $656,058,460 bears 4 per cent, and $14,- 
000,000 bears 3 per cent. . Interest has ceased on 
$55,306,660, and $407,192,983 bears no interest. 
Io addition there are bonds outstanding issued to 
Pacific Railroad C.mpanies amounting to $64,- 
628,512. The statement includes not only called 
bonds not matured, but also the new bonds issued 
to redeem the same. The statement of August 
next, after all the call bonds mature, will show 
the actual amuunot of the debt and the condition 
of the Treasury, During May $2,000,000 was
